of the prostration. When tbe patient 
was pale he should be laid Hat on his 
back and ice-bags put on the wrists and 
at the base ot the brain, the bags to be 
removed every little while. A man who 
got over a sunstroke was always liable to 
be prostrated by heat, even from that of 
a stove, and almost always sure to be 
afflicted with a mental disorder or ner- 
vous disease some time, though years 
might elapse before it became evident. 
Prompt 
medical treatment, however' 


could overcome this tendency. As to 
avoiding sunstroke, all the old prescrip- 
tions—putting cabbage leaves and wet 
sponges in the hat, etc,—were good. The 
mouth should be rinsed with ice water 
aud not much of it drunk. The judicious 
use of iced drinks was a good thing. Al- 
coholic cold drinks had better be avoid- 
ed. Hot drinks really cooled one off by 
inducing a profuse perspiration. Beer 
was not as good as lemonade. 
Men who 


drank a good deal of liquor, and also 
those who used much tobacco,were tonal- 
ly predisposed to sunstroke. Cold dnnke 
after eating raw fruit should be avoided.

THE TABLES TURNED. 


Albert ManecKe cnarged with Perjury 


ana Sued for $10,OOO Damages. 


1—— Prom Saturdov'8 DaUy 


The fact of the acqu-ttal of Edward 


Green, on trial before Justice Eyrnan, on 
a charge of forgery, preferred by Albert 
Manecke, was stated in these columns 
last evening. The prosecution fell through 
after Manecke had told his etory, and 
Mr. Green went onl of the court room 
declared innocent of the charge and free. 
He was accused of havirjg forged an 
order for 8166.66 rebate on a machine he 
had bought of Manecke, who was the 
Cerio G^.'do agent for a firm at Spring- 
Sud, Ohio. Green affirms that Manecke 


Hgreed to give him the 8166 66 rebate 


on the purchase of S555. Instead of re- 
porting tbo agreed rebate Manecke in- 
formed the company that it was only 866. 
When the Springfield company proceed- 
ed to collect payment on the machine, 
Green brought forth the rebate agree- 
ment signed by Manecke. The company 
refused to allow the 8166.66, alleging that 
it was S100 more than could be accepted 
on Manecke's statement. Then trouble 
and ifivestigation began. Manecke stuck 
to the SG6 rebate and declared the paper 
Green held a forgery. On the trial on 
Manecke's own testimony it was shown 
that there was no case against Green. 


Mr. Green said yesterday that he would 


have Manecke arrrested and prosecuted 
for perjury, and it is understood that the 
affidavit has been prepared. The warrant 
will issue probably to-day. 


The friends of Mr. Green allege that it 


it was Manecke's intention to pocket the 
§100 in dispute and that that is the nub 
to the whole matter. But it seems that 
the Springfield company got hold of the 
alleged scheme in time to prevent the 
appropriation. 


SUIT FOE DAMAGES. 


Last evening Mr. Green, who it is evi- 


dent has been greatly maligned, com- 
menced suit against Albert Manecke and 
the Springfield company for damages in 
the sum of 810,000 for defamation of 
character. The case will be vigorously 
prosecuted, and no doubt Mr. Green will 
secure a laige verdict. 


A Put Up Job. 


Prom TtiunOoy's Dotty. 


The replevin suit of Mr, Myers against 


E. B, Pratt, for the' recovery of a horse 
that the latter bought for S100 of a party 
named Guy, an alleged thief, was con- 
cluded before Justice Curtis last evening, 
It appeared from the evidence that Mr. 
Myers had knowledge of the sale, and 
the testimony bore out the theory ad- 
vanced by Mr. Pratt, that the sale wae a 
put up job between Myers and Guy to 
beat him out of 8100. The burden of 
the testimony was very pointed in that 
direction. 
The Justice very properly 


gave his decision in favor of Mr, Pratt, 
and ordered that the horse be turned over 
to him. Mr. Myers took an appeal to 
tbe circuit court and furnished an accept- 
able band. The horse is now at the My- 
ers farm, in Logan county, where it will 
remain until the case is decided in the 
circuit court. The costs now foot up 
nearly 835. Mr. Myers may be en inno- 
cent party to the transaction, and he may 
have placed too mucb confidence in Guy, 
whom he knew to bo a thief, an ex-con- 
vict, but the testimony was such as to 
show his own conduct to be rather queer, 
to eay the least of it.

SARATOGA. N. Y., July 22.—[Bulletin] 


—General Grant can not sit down lor 
five minutes without rising again.

Dr. Newman and his family arc gathered 
around him. 
Dr. Douglas says that the 


General can not live longer than twenty- 
four hours. 
U. S. Grant has been tele- 


graphed for. 
Dr. Douglas is in constant 


attendance. 
The Geuei-al is conscious of 


everything, and speaks in a whisper. 


Eestless and Kapidly Sinking. 


MT. MCGREGOR, N. Y., July 22.—At 


dusk General Grant grew very restless. 
He was not content to keep his chair, as 
was the case early in the clay, bat wanted 
to move to his cot aud to other chairs. 
He was not able to walk unaided, uoi 
scarcely to rise, and seemed unable to 
compose himself in any place live min- 
utes at a time. It was decided about 
eight o'clock to change him to the parlor, 
and all tlie 
family assembled 
there 


with Dr. Newman. The General soon 
began to catch for breath, and there 
were plain signs that he was sinking. 
Fans were used vigorously upon bim, 
but for hall an hour he showed no im- 
provement. 
Then his breathing became 


easier, and he fell asleep. That was the 
turning poiut of 
the early evening. 


Alter it he slept and awoke at short in- 
tervals, 
the family going to his side 


whenever he awoke, not knowing what 
it might mean. Ho showed no signs of 
training strength, although occasionally 
of repose that promised to prolon<* his 
hours. 


It was the opinion of Colonel Grant 


all the evening that his father could not 
live through the night. 
Dr. Douglas 


says he may last twenty-lour hours. 
U. 


S. Grant, Jr., was summoned early in 
the evening. 
At 11:30, on waking from 


a short nap, General Grant sent word to 
the family, who were on the porch, that 
there was; no use in their sitting up any 
longer. 
The family asked Dr. Douglas 


what he thought. He would give them 
no assurance. 
All except Colonel Grant 


concluded to retire. 


Rev. 
Dr. Newman,1 who then loft the 


cottage, said that from seven to nine all 
indications were that the General was 
dying. Prayers were read, the General 
clasping hi.-; hands 
while the family 


knelt around him. 
Dr. Newman said 


that neither Mrs. Grant nor he coul-d 
believe that the General was dying, even 
while he sank before their eyes.

thinks the night will pass safely.

stant watch will be kept, and all will be 
summoned if there is a sign of failing. 


Grant and His Doctor-Taking- Food. 
BIT. McGuKGOR, July 22.—At midday 


General Grant said he felt that he could 
endure his condition of weakness but a 
short time longer, aud then requested 
the physician to administer a hypodermic 
injection of morphine. 
Dr. Douglas was 


not much inclined to grant this request, 
because he believed that sleep and rest 
produced by artificial rneaus would too 
rapidly drain the vitality of the patient,

more than this, Dr. Douglas pre- 


ferred that his patient should take food 
rather than opiates, and requested the

so.

declined aud insisted upon the adminis- 
tration of morphine.

The Prospects of the Cereal Crops, 


The New York Herald of the 17th 


says : "While ths Germans and 
Italians are gathering in full crops, 
late accounts indicate that the Eu- 
ropean harvests will be generally 
less prolific than they were last jear. 
The French crop prospects are cot 
discouraging, nor are they elaticg. 
In Great Britain, says the Spectator 
of the 4th instant, "the climatic yi- 
cissitnde of the cereal year up to the 
present time have been of so extra- 
ordinary a character that the most 
carefal observers are chary of ex- 
pressing an opinion as to the proba- 
ble produce of crops presenting a 
generally promising appearance in 
nearly all parts of the United King- 
dom." The critical period with the 
cereals in Northwestern 
Europe, 


however, is yet to come, when in 
some years the temperature below 
that (about 56 degrees) required to 
ripen them, and also, by causing 
mist and fog, intercept the sunshine. 
Taking into acsouct the reports from 
Europe, India, Australia and our 
own West—where the general out- 
look is now brighter than it was a 
month ago—it would appear that, 
while there is no doubt of a deticien 
cy of the world's grain crops this 
year, it will not le as great as has 
been feared."
